

Council staff can no 
longer be ‘satisfactory’

COUNCIL chiefs have come 
under fire for banning the 
word ‘satisfactory’ from 
staff appraisals for fear it 
would make them feel “not 
good enough”. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council made the deci¬ 
sion after a report claimed 
the word would “de-moti- 
vate” staff. 

It suggested that the word 
‘good’ is used instead. 

A report by the council’s 
head of HR, Nicole Pema, 
said the decision had been 
taken following ‘feedback 
from senior colleagues’. 

She said they “strongly 
suggested” that when as¬ 
sessing performance the 
word was not effective. 

In a report to the regula¬ 
tory and support services 
committee she said: “The 
word suggests that you 
are adequate and reason- 
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able which are not pleasing 
words for people to hear 
about their own perfor¬ 
mance.” 

She claimed the word 
gave the impression people 
were “good but not good 
enough” which could be de¬ 
motivating. 

She added: “It is proposed 
that the rating ‘satisfactory’ 
is changed to ‘good’.” 

The new rules were ap¬ 
proved at the regulatory 
and support services com¬ 
mittee meeting on Monday. 

Committee chairwoman, 
Councillor Anna Bailey, 
said: “The council scrapped 
automatic pay increases in 
2015, in favour of perfor¬ 
mance related pay and this 
is the first full year of the 
new system.

Woman dies in 
five-vehicle crash 


AN elderly woman died 
when the car she was travel¬ 
ling in was involved in a five- 
vehicle crash. 

Janet Beaumont, 79, of 
Brook Street, Soham, died in 
the accident on the B1104, 
near Prickwillow, last Thurs¬ 
day 

She was travelling in a red 
Honda Jazz when the ac- 
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cident happened at about 
5.30pm. 

The man who was driving 
the vehicle was said to be in 
a critical, but stable condi¬ 
tion in hospital. 

Other people involved in 


the accident were said to 
have sustained minor inju¬ 
ries 

The other vehicles in¬ 
volved in the accident were 
an Audi A4, a Ford Focus, a 
Mazda 3 and a Vauxhall Vec- 
tra. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to contact them 
on 101.

Ofsted 
praise for 
school 

A WITCH FORD school has 
been praised in a recent 
Ofsted report. 

Last year, Ofsted director 
Andrew Cook said "low 
aspirations" among school 
leaders were one of the 
reasons for Cambridgeshire's 
poor performance. 

This year, Ofsted's new 
director for the east of 
England, Paul Brooker, praised 
Witchford Community College 
and Hinchingbrooke School, 
Huntingdon, as examples of 
schools who were able to turn 
things around. 

After falling into the bottom 

10 local authorities last year, 
Cambridgeshire's secondary 
schools have shown significant 
improvement, with 63 per 
cent of children attending 
good or outstanding schools, 
an increase of 18 per cent on 
this time last year. 

However, Mr Brooker 
acknowledged concern was 
now focused on the region's 
stalled primary schools. 

He said: "Primaries have 
stalled in Cambridgeshire, 
the results are lower than we 
would have expected in 2016. 

"Key Stage 2 tests for 

11 -year-olds were marked 
tougher this year, and the 
results for Cambridgeshire 
were below average." 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: "Schools are 
working really hard at this and 
we are particularly delighted 
with the progress secondary 
schools have made."

“We want to make sure 
that staff are comfortable 
with the terms used in order 
that people are accurately 
assessed and we have lis¬ 
tened and responded to the 
feedback we have received 
from staff at all levels of the 
council.” 

The decision has been 
blasted by some on the 
council who say reports 
need to accurately reflect 
employees’ performance. 

Conservative councillor 
Bill Hunt said: “I think it’s 
just semantics. 

“There is a difference be¬ 
tween ‘good’ and ‘satisfacto¬ 
ry’. If I were to put ‘good’ on a 
scale it would be a seven and 
I would put ‘satisfactory’ at 
about five. 

“We need things that ac¬ 
curately describe perfor¬ 
mance and there is a signifi¬ 
cant difference in ‘good’ and 
‘satisfactory’.

Service for former 
Lord Lieutenant

FIVE members of the Royal fam¬ 
ily were represented at a special 
memorial service for a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire oarsman who be¬ 
came the county’s Lord Lieuten¬ 
ant. 

James Crowden passed away in 
October aged 88, after a lifetime 
dedicated to rowing and repre¬ 
senting the Queen. 

On Monday, dignitaries repre¬ 
senting not only Her Majesty, but 
the Duke of Edinburgh, the Prin¬ 
cess Royal, the Duke and Duch¬ 
ess of Gloucester and the Duke 
of Kent attended the morning 
service at Ely Cathedral honour¬ 
ing his life. 

Present at the service was Lord 
Lieutenant, Sir Hugh Duberly, on 
behalf of the Queen, Sir Michael 
Marshall (representing the Duke 
of Edinburgh), Victoria Legge- 
Bourke (representing the Prin¬ 
cess Royal) Major Nicholas Barne 


(representing the Duke and 
Duchess of Gloucester) and The 
Earl of St Andrews (representing 
the Duke of Kent). 

Prayers were led by the Dean, 
Mark Bonney, and New Testa¬ 
ment readings were given by Sir 
Hugh and Mr Crowden’s step- 
grandson Nicholas Grounds. His 
great-nephew, William Mont¬ 
gomery, recited the poem the 
Oarman's Song. 

Prayers were offered by Canon 
Brian Watchhorn, former Dean of 
Chapel, Pembroke College, and 
Canon James Garrard, Precentor. 

Cambridge University was 
represented by former Master 
of Pembroke College, Sir Roger 
Tomkys, and alumni. 

Former chairman of the Henley 
Royal Regatta, Michael Sweeney, 
also addressed the congregation. 

They were joined by represent¬ 
atives of the Company of Water¬ 
men and Lightmen of the River 
Thames and members of the ca¬ 
det, British Legion and regimen¬ 
tal communities. 

Choirs of Bedford School and 


Pembroke College sang at the ser¬ 
vice, which ended with a blessing 
and the national anthem. 

A prolific rower, Mr Crowden 
competed for Great Britain in the 
1952 Summer Olympics. 

He studied at Pembroke Col¬ 
lege and was part of the winning 
Cambridge Boat Race team in 
1951, later becoming the Cam¬ 
bridge crew coach for more than 
20 years. 

He had his first rowing victory 
at Henley Royal Regatta in 1946 
as part of the school crew, which 
won the Princess Elizabeth Chal¬ 
lenge Cup, presented by the fu¬ 
ture Queen. 

On its website Pembroke Col¬ 
lege paid tribute to Mr Crowden, 
writing: “James was a passionate 
member of Pembroke College 
Boat Club, first as a rower, then as 
a coach. 

Mr Crowden became High 
Sheriff of Cambridgeshire, and 
the Isle of Ely in 1970, and even¬ 
tually Lord Lieutenant of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire between 1992 and 
2002.

Cathedral given 
f500k for repairs 


ELY CATHEDRAL has been 
awarded £500,000 to carry 
out vital restoration work. 

It is only one of 24 ca¬ 
thedrals to be awarded the 
funding from the First World 
War Centenary Commemo¬ 
ration Fund. 

The grant will enable the 
cathedral to start work next 
summer on essential repairs 
to the South Nave Aisle roof 
and high level masonry. 

Ely Cathedral is engaged 
in a continuing programme 
of work to restore the his¬ 
toric 12th century building. 

Heritage Minister Tracey 
Crouch made the announce¬ 
ment from Southwark Ca¬ 
thedral with representatives 
from Ely in attendance. 

She said: “The First World 
War Centenary Cathedral 
Repairs Fund has done fan- 
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tastic work to help revive 
and restore these stunning 
buildings across our coun¬ 
try. 

“Cathedrals are not only 
beautiful pieces of architec¬ 
ture, they hold centuries of 
our nation’s history and are 
centrepieces in our commu¬ 
nities.” 

This grant is the fourth 
award made to Ely Cathe¬ 
dral since the fund was in¬ 
augurated in 2014, making 
Ely one of only 12 cathedrals 
to receive over £1 million. 

Director of development 
at Ely Cathedral, Helen 
Bright said: “Ely Cathedral 
is the most recognised and 
revered heritage building in 


the area, a landmark visible 
from many miles away. 

“We are deeply grateful 
to the Department of Cul¬ 
ture, Media and Sport, and 
Church Care for this grant, 
which means we can move 
forward with vital repairs to 
a key area of the cathedral, 
ensuring its viability for 
years to come and enabling 
the cathedral to continue to 
be a place which welcomes, 
inspires and cares for all our 
community.” 

The South Nave Aisle is 
one of the treasures of the 
cathedral and houses the 
Stained Glass Museum, the 
only one of its kind in UK 
dedicated to stained glass. 

The displays are a valued 
education resource and rep¬ 
resent 800 years of religious 
art from all over the Britain.

CAMBRIDGE 
University Boat Club 
opened its new 
Ely boathouse on 
Saturday. 

Three mixed 
crews rowed past 
the state-of-the- 
art facility, before 
vice-chancellor Sir 
Leszek Borysiewicz 
performed the 
opening ceremony 
attended by club 
members and 
coaching staff. 

The £5 million 
boathouse, on 
Queen Adelaide 
Road, took eight 
years to complete 


and will serve both 
men and women's 
crews. 

As well as 
providing a 'centre 
of excellence', 
the 'ecologically 
intelligent' facility 
will become the 
new home of the 
university's women's 
boat club. 

Chairwoman Cath 
Bishop said: "The 
boathouse is a major 
part of securing the 
future of Cambridge 
University rowing 
with men and 
women, all training 
beside each other."

Drivers ignoring 
safety barriers 


BRITISH Transport Police 
(BTP) have ranked Ely as one 
of the worst places in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for rail crossing 
safety breaches. 

A total of 352 breaches were 
recorded by the force from 
November, 2014 to Novem¬ 
ber 2016. 

Ely is rated the second 
worst for breaches with 15, 
increasing to 22 in the last 
year. 

A spokeswoman said: “BTP 
has just completed a fort¬ 
night of action to raise aware¬ 
ness of the dangers of level 
crossings and encourage 
members of the public to use 
them safely. 

“We visited level crossings 
in Cambridgeshire with level 
crossing mobile safety vehi¬ 
cles (funded by Network Rail 
and operated by BTP officers) 
as part of the effort to make 
people more aware of the 
dangers.” 

Examples of risk-taking by 
drivers and cyclists was re¬ 
vealed. 

In Ely, a signaller had start- 
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ed to lower the barriers when 
two lorries went through the 
red lights. 

In another incident in Ely 
the force revealed someone 
removed the barrier. 

A lorry in Littleport was 
also shown crashing into a 
crossing, causing sparks to fly 
and breaking the barrier. 

Ely was second only to 
a level crossing at Foxton 
which totalled 142 accidents 
in a two year period. 

Inspector Michelle Wed- 
derburn said: “We’re stepping 
up our activity to ensure we 
speak to as many people as 
possible about using cross¬ 
ings safely. 

“People have just got into 
the habit of taking risks at the 
crossing and are jumping red 
lights, and this has to stop. 
There is no excuse for jump¬ 
ing the lights at a level cross¬ 
ing and the consequences of 


doing so could be fatal. 

“We are more interested in 
educating people and saving 
lives but we will also pros¬ 
ecute anyone who is caught 
jumping level crossing lights 
in the hope that this will 
make them think twice in fu¬ 
ture.” 

The news follows propos¬ 
als by Network Rail to close 
19 level crossings across East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Public consulations last 
June showed that 60 per cent 
of people disagreed with 
draft proposals to close the 
Ely North Junction crossing. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is also working on 
a rail crossing survey in Ely 
throughout December. 

In partnership with Net¬ 
work Rail, the authority is 
carrying out the traffic study 
at three level crossings on the 
road from Ely to Prickwillow. 

It is hoped the survey will 
enable Network Rail to un¬ 
derstand the flow of traffic in 
and out of the area and speed 
up rail travel.

Devolution will 
go ahead

about devolution, but now it is policy, 
we have to make the best of it!

Dental practice 
fails care report 


A DENTAL practice failed to 
meet national care quality 
standards following an inspec¬ 
tion last October. 

Littleport Dental Surgery 
on Granby Street, was deemed 
as ‘not meeting standards’ of 
‘well-led’ care in accordance 
with national regulations. 

The practice, which has five 
dentists, two hygienists, four 
dental nurses and a practice 
manager, provides NHS treat¬ 
ment to adults and children in 
the area. 

Among the findings the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) in¬ 
spectors noted decontamina¬ 
tion standards were not being 
met and staff had not been re¬ 
cruited safely. 

The inspection was carried 
out on October 25 by a CQC 
inspector and a dental adviser. 

They discovered that some 
staff members were em¬ 
ployed without references be¬ 
ing sought and the practice 
had only received a disclosure 
check on one employee a year 
after they had been employed, 
potentially putting patients at 
risk.

The report also highlighted 
staff did not correctly decon¬ 
taminate some dental instru¬ 
ments, nor adequately main¬ 
tain equipment used in the 
event of common medical 
emergencies. 

An oxygen cylinder was 
found to be out-of-date, a sup¬ 
ply for glucagon rescue used 
in cases of severe diabetic hy¬ 
poglycemia was not stored in 
the fridge, and the practice had 
no automatic external defibril¬ 
lator installed in the event of a 
patient having a heart attack. 

There were also issues with 
infection control at the surgery, 
with loose anaesthetics found 
in treatment drawers and work 
surfaces ‘within the splatter 
zone and so there was risk of 
them becoming contaminated 
in the long term’. 

Staff were also found to risk 
contamination by not wear¬ 
ing aprons or eye protection 
when sterilising instruments, 
or testing the temperature of 
the water used to ensure it was 


less than the 45 degrees Celsius 
recommended. 

Overall, the practice was 
deemed safe after staff repro¬ 
cessed all instruments and 
agreed to use the correct de¬ 
contamination procedures, 
but it was recommended they 
review administrative arrange¬ 
ments for responding to pa¬ 
tient safety alerts, medicine 
recalls and rapid response re¬ 
ports. 

A spokesperson for the prac¬ 
tice said: “Littleport dental 
surgery thrives on providing 
excellent care to our patients, 
as has been highlighted by the 
5/5 star review on the NHS 
choices website. Since the ini¬ 
tial inspection, not only have 
the recommendations from 
the CQC been implemented, 
but we have decided to go 
above and beyond and worked 
hard at achieving national best 
practice protocols to our de¬ 
contamination procedures. 
The inspectors commented on 
how fast we managed to imple¬ 
ment the suggestions includ¬ 
ing installation of an automat¬ 
ed external defibrillator.”

Shippea Hill UK’s 

quietest station 



SHIPPEA HILL station is 
used on average by just one 
passenger a month, making 
it the least used in Britain, 
according to new figures. 

The station had a total of 
12 boardings and depar¬ 
tures between 2015 to 2016, 
according to the Office of 
Rail and Road. 

Bounded in 1845 on the 
Breckland Line between 
Cambridge in the west and 
Norwich in the east, the sta¬ 
tion serves Shippea Hill and 
Prickwillow. 

Only one train, towards 
Norwich, arrives at the sta¬ 
tion on weekdays and there 
is no return service. 

On Saturdays it is possible 
to take a day trip to Cam¬ 
bridge, leaving Shippea Hill 
at 7.25am and returning just 
over 12 hours later. There 
are no trains on Sundays. 

This is the second year in 
a row the rural station has 
been dubbed The quietest 
in Britain’, with the number

of people using the service 
over the last year, almost 
half that of 2014-15 which 
saw 22. 

Meanwhile Cambridge 
station saw the busiest foot¬ 
fall in the region, with nearly 
11 million passengers a year. 

The rail delivery group, 
representing train opera¬ 
tors and Network Rail, said 
the figures demonstrate the 
need to “invest and plan 
long-term for increasing de¬ 
mand”. 

Reddish South station in 
Greater Manchester saw the 
second fewest passengers 
with only 38 people arriving 
or departing last year. 

The busiest stations in 
Britain are all in London, 
apart from Birmingham 
New Street, which was sev¬ 
enth on the list. 

Interchange station Lon¬ 
don Waterloo recorded the 


most journeys in the 12 
months to March 31, at 99.1 
million, the group said. 

The study estimated over 
2.9 billion entries and exits 
at rail stations in Britain last 
year, an increase of five per 
cent compared with the pre¬ 
vious year.

Group wants to 
shake up politics 


AN ELY group hopes to shake 
up local politics by forming a 
‘progressive alliance’ for the 
county ballot next May. 

Grassroots group Ely 
and District Progressives 
has been working with lo¬ 
cal independents and local 
branches of the Labour and 
Green parties. 

The group formed after 
the 2015 elections saw the 
Conservative Party win more 
than 90 per cent of the seats 
on East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

A spokesperson for the 
group said they believe hav¬ 
ing one dominant party does 
not give a fair representation 
of voters’ interests and said it 
led to a lack of debate, trans¬ 
parency and consensus. 

He said: “Having the Con¬ 
servative Party hold over 90 
per cent of the seats on the 
district council is not a sign 
of a healthy local democracy. 

“Given that they got less 
than 50 per cent of the vote, 
it’s also not a fair representa¬ 
tion of the electorate. It leads

to a lack of debate, transpar¬ 
ency and consensus. 

“With the dominant party 
representing the conserva¬ 
tive, regressive side of the 
political spectrum, the 
group is attempting to pull 
together the progressive side 
to work together.” 

The group’s current focus 
is deciding an approach for 
the county elections next 
May. 

Last time around the Con¬ 
servative Party got over 80 
per cent of the seats from 
just over 30 per cent of the 
vote. 

However, the group ad¬ 
mits local politicians are 
‘constrained’ in their con¬ 
tributions to the project by 
their national organisations 
and the local Liberal Demo¬ 
crats have recently decided 
not to participate as a party. 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Lorna Dupre said: “Lib¬ 


eral Democrats will continue 
to work together with other 
parties on individual issues 
where we share common 
ground.

tribal loyalty or points of 
principle.”

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Herb and Butter 
Roasted Turkey: 

Christmas dinner wouldn’t be complete without turkey, so if you try any 
different recipes this festive season, you are likely to disappoint. Instead, 
revolutionise a traditional meal by trying out this mouth-watering herb 
and butter roasted turkey recipe. Taking four hours to cook and half an 
hour to prepare, this recipe will feed up to 12 people, so tuck in! 

Ingredients: 1 lemon, 14 c. butter, 14 shallot, 8 large sage leaves, 2 
tbsp. fresh thyme leaves, 1 tbsp. rosemary leaves, 1 clove garlic, 1 
fresh whole turkey, 1 medium onion, 2 carrots, 2 celery ribs, Kitchen 
string, 1 c. dry white wine, 1 c. low-sodium turkey or chicken broth, 14 
c. all-purpose flour 

Step 1: Zest and juice roughly 3 tablespoons of lemon into a food 
processor. Add 14 c. butter, 14 shallot, 8 large sage leaves, 2 tbsp. 
fresh thyme leaves, 1 tbsp. rosemary leaves and one clove of garlic. 
Process until herbs are minced and the mixture is smooth. Reserve 
and chill a quarter cup of herb butter. 

Step 2: Heat oven to 425 degrees Fahrenheit and prepare the turkey. 
Loosen and lift skin from turkey breast and rub 3 tablespoons of herb 
butter underneath. Sprinkle turkey with salt and freshly ground pepper. 

Step 3: Place one onion, two carrots and two celery ribs in frying 
pan. Place turkey, breast side up, on a lightly greased roasting rack 
in pan. Tie ends of legs together and tuck wingtips under. Rub body 


with herb butter and pour 1 c. dry white wine and 1 c. chicken broth 
into the roasting pan. 

Step 4: Bake for 30 minutes at 425 degrees F on the lowest oven 
rack. Then reduce temperature to 325 degrees F for the next 2 and a 
half hours. Remove from oven and let stand for 20 minutes. 

Step 5: After moving the turkey to a serving platter, melt reserved 
chilled butter in a saucepan in medium heat. Whisk constantly and 
cook for up to 2 minutes. Gradually add reserved 2 1/2 cups drippings 
to saucepan, and bring to a boil, whisking constantly. Reduce heat 
and simmer until thickened. Your Turkey is ready.

deadpans, "When you write with 
a bird, it's called tweeting!" 

The songbook might lack a 
karaoke earworm akin to Let It 
Go - parents, you can breathe 
easy - but the film still boasts 
some terrific compositions, 
particularly the solo offerings of 
Miranda, who won numerous 
Tony awards for the musical 
Hamilton. 

Moana Waialiki (voiced by 


Auli'i Cravalho) is the daughter of 
Chief Tui (Temuera Morrison) 
and has been groomed since 
birth to lead her people on the 
island of Motunui. 

However, she feels a strong 
calling to the sea which angers 
her father, who believes the tropi¬ 
cal paradise can sustain their 
tribe. 

Moana's wise grandmother 
Tala (Rachel House) fills the girl's 
head with wild stories about the 
demi-god Maui, who stole the 
heart of the island goddess Te Fiti 
and lost this precious green stone 
during a battle with ferocious 
lava demon Te Ka. 

The old woman encourages 
Moana to seek out Maui and 
restore Te Fiti's missing heart in 
order to bring prosperity to the 
island. 

With the wind in her sail and a 
witless rooster called Heihei 
(Alan Tudyk) by her side, Moana 


ventures over the reef for the first 
time in search of Maui (Dwayne 
Johnson). 

Moana is another solid gold hit 
from Disney's animation studio, 
marrying self-realisation and 
broad comedy to dizzying effect. 

A trippy interlude with a 
singing coconut crab (Jemaine 
Clement) in the underwater 
Realm of the Monsters is a 
highlight. 

Johnson embraces his role with 
comic gusto, including a fine 
rendition of the self- 
congratulatory anthem You're 
Welcome, and Cravalho imbues 
her gung-ho seafarer with 
tenderness and determination. 

Moana is preceded by Leo 
Matsuda's exquisite animated 
short Inner Workings, which 
journeys inside the body of one 
hapless office worker to explore 
the literal battle between head 
and heart for supremacy.

S ometimes it seems that i 

am engaged in a competition 
with myself to see if I can 
have an accident which is 
simultaneously unbelievable 
and unnecessary, and yet could only 
happen to me.

LONG distance emission-free 
driving across the Continent 
has moved a step closer with a 
collaboration of some of Europe's 
biggest automotive hitters.

Could the 
driverless car 
era actually 
be really dull? 

SELF-DRIVING cars may still be a way down 
the road but many people can already foresee 
the life-changing difference they will make to 
how we travel. 

In a new Ford-commissioned survey, many 
Europeans felt time behind the wheel would 
be better spent catching up with nearest and 
dearest, gazing out the window, or having 
a nap.

This latest poll showed a preference 
for autonomous vehicles over traditional 
cars when it comes to going out for drinks 
and commuting - and nearly half thought 
driverless cars would be safer.

Robins swoop 
into FA Vase 

fourth round 


DAVE Theobald has left Soham 
Town Rangers to reunite with Robbie

Theobald agreed to stay until after 
Saturday's match against Romford, 
which Soham won 4-1 thanks to 
goals from Dan Hobbs (2), Lewis 
McDonald and Robbie Mason. 

But his departure has now been 
confirmed, with the former defender 
taking up the role of head coach. 

He follows players Ryan Sharman, 
Jordan Gent, Ross Paterson, Salim 
Relizani and Nathan Mavila who 
also signed for the Lilywhites last 
week. 

Stuart Hamilton, Soham chairman, 
said: "The 4-1 victory over Romford 
on Saturday showed the team spirit 
that exists at the club following the 
departure of five players who have 
followed the previous management 
team to their new club during last 
week. 

"The performance and desire to 
win was evident straight from kick¬ 
off with the victory moving us up to 
12th in the league." 

Hamilton admitted he had been 
surprised not only at the departure 
of Nightingale but the speed in 
which it happened. 

He said: "The speed of it shocked 
me. It left us a bit in the lurch with 
five players leaving before the game 
on Saturday. Fortunately Dave agreed 
to stay until after the weekend so I 
knew he was going to leave. 

"I understand why Robbie has 
gone. He was with City for many, 
many years." 

Following the departure of the 
joint-managers, senior players Will 
Lawton and Robbie Mason will be 
in charge for Soham's match against 
Aveley on Saturday while the club 
search for a new manager. 

Hamilton said that the club has 
received many applications for the 
job but does not expect to make an 
appointment this week. 

"We want to get it right," he said.
